ARACHUTES OR AIRPLANES 

Two more aviators owe their lives to 
their parachutes rather than the sturdiness 
of the machine in which they were train- 
ing. While executing a simple military 
maneuver over Griffith Park the wings of 
their ship crumpled and they escaped only 
by leaping out and depending upon their 
parachutes. 

The plane which they were using was a 
World War training planc, ten years old. 
The cockpits of the machine were so small 
that mechanics had to cut away a portion 
of the fuselage a few months ago and en- 
large them before the flyers could crowd 
themselves into the seats while wearing 
the required “pack” parachute. 

And when the cockpits were enlarged 30 
that the men could wear parichutes, Gril- 
fith Park flyers say, air-service men severe- 
ly criticised some one for permitting it be- 
cause it was not according to regulations. 

Now new equipment has been promised. 
A complete new set of training planes is 
scheduled to be put into service at Griffith 
Park by next September. - 

Let's hope it is more than a promise this 
time, for United States Army aviators are 
gaining a reputation for parachute jump- 
ing instead of fiying. of 


WASTE OF MONEY 

What price city primaries? Well may 
the Los Angeles city taxpayers ask this 
question after the $114,672 spent for the 
May 3 primary election. 

This expense was the total cost of that 
election in spite of the most rigid econo 
mies exercised by City Clerk Dominguez. 
Two amendments to the charter the City 
Clerk suggested and which were approved 
by the voters last year resulted in saving 
$30,000 in the cost of the election by the 
elimination of unnecessary precinct officers 
and duplicate records. Despite efficient city 
clerks, the cost of the primaries will in- 
crease as the city grows in population. 

And what purpose did the primary elec- 
tion serve? None, It was a waste of $114,- 
672 of the taxpayers’ money. The primary 
election was simply used by a flock of can- 
didates to secure personal advertising at 
the small expense to them of circulating 
nomination petitions and thus landing their 
names on the ballots. Most of then, had no 
chance at all of being nominated and well 
knew it. 

What sound objection could be raised to 
abplishing the primary election? Seeming- 
ly none. Why should the taxpayers pay 
the cost of preliminary try-outs of those 
who seek city political jobs? If there were

FOSSIL FISH FOUND IN 
SAN FERNANDO VALLEY 


CAHUENGA PARK, June 26.—Three 
specimens of prehistoric fish, in ex- 
cellent fossil state. were unearthed 
today by Ed Price and Richard Haack. 
employees of the Van Nuys cffice of 
the Southern California Gas Com- 
pany, while they were at work dig- 
ging trenches for the laying of pipe 
lines in Stone Canyon, near here. 
The largest of the fish is about six 
inches long and four inches wide, and 
shows the vertebrae and ‘skeleton.
